&VEN BEFORE MICHAEL 
Moore's Fahrenheit 9/11 opened in 
theaters last Friday, the White House 
and ils right-wing allies sought to 
smear both the film and Moore per- 
sonally.

Lemoine revisits 
the ‘50s via the 
19th Century 





Rory—who met at the University of 
Continental North America while 
studying Golf, Ballroom Dancing, 
and 19th Century furniture design. 
The play spans the years 1956 to 
1962, with a huge leap back in time 
to the Biedermeier era of the 1820s. 
Huh? 

It’s all ina whimsical day's work 
for playwright/director Stewart 
Lemoine. “The idea of a golf and 
ballroom dance major struck me as 
funny when I was writing it, but 


what would happen if someone real- 


ly studied these subjects? How 





would a golf major get into the phi- 
losophy? Wwhat would happen if 
he or she wrote a paper? How 
would that be a metaphorical 
expression of how these characters 
get through their lives? Comedy is 
where we start and romance is a 
variation which is not as frantic or 
screwball. I think because it was 
written for two men and a woman, it 
naturally became a comedy.” 

Lemoine is hedgy about fully 
explaining the twists and turns of his 
plot, but promises the wildly eclectic 
mixture of elements will make sense 
to audiences. But he’s willing to chat 
about the Biedermeier era and its 
inclusion in a play set in the rarified 
world of 1950s ‘Varsity. “It just 
seemed funny to be talking about it. 
But the more I researched the era, 
the more I realized that with its 
focus on home and furnishings, the 
era was really the 1950s of the 19th 
Century. You get that early romanti- 
cism of Goethe, the Sturm und 
Drang giving way to something a bit 
more restrained. The music is 
Schubert, passionate in a proscribed 
way.” 

He’s also willing to promise 
“great sweater vests, a merengue, 
people talking while dancing. It’s 
sort of a minefield: people have to 
act while dancing or rowing a boat 
across the stage. I like to make ‘em 
work. It gives energy to the scene— 
like eating on stage because it affects 
way lines are said or thoughts are

As to the cast, Lemoine is nothing 
if not enthusiastic. Unlike the rest o{ 
Teatro’s revival season, this produc- 
tion boasts an all new cast. “It’s been 
a great season with people revisiting 
work they did before. Interesting to 
see how much is remembered and 
falls into place, but here it’s like 
directing a new play in some ways 
As the director I have to think more 
to see what I want to remain the 
same but also to allow the cast to 
explore new things and see what can 
be done differently. It’s a combina- 
tion of the old and the new. It’s a 
challenge for the actors. There are 
some abrupt tonal variations in the 
emotional spectrum as well as ver- 
bally. But they’re all game for it, 
Jocelyn especially. She’s a brave and 
bold actress and that’s good because 
this character is too. 

“They're all around the age of the 
original cast, and it’s greattohave _ 
people who've worked together so 
much; not just at Teatro but in Die- 
Nasty, the Citadel musicals and 
other places. They’ Il still know each 
other in ten years and when it’s 
remounted they'll go to see it ina lit- 
tle group to have a lookas Jeff and 
Davina will”. 

But a decade is a long way to wait 
for a remount of a remount, so in the 
meantime, Lemoine advises “Come 
to the show. Come to the opening 
[on Canada Day], laugh, then go out 
and riot!”

home. The effect is like watching 
clods of earth fall inexorably into a 
grave.

IF MUSIC BE THE FOOD OF 
love, play on... especially when it’s a 
Prince pastiche composed by Aaron 
Macri. Certainly the burst of electric 
guitars and explosion of velvet and 
lame startled the squirrels and birds 
which call Hawrelak Park home. 
The world of early ‘80's rock 
is an adroit choice for setting Twelfth 
Night Shakespeare's gender-bend- 
ing romantic comedy. A young girl, 
Viola disguises herself as a boy 
when she’s shipwrecked on the 
coast of Illyria. Sent by the self 
absorbed Count Orsino to court the 
lady Olivia on his behalf—Viola falls 
for the elegant Duke, while Olivia 
falls for her. Yea verily, what a pick- 
le! Shaking things up a bit, on the 
otherside of the island, Viola’s broth- 
er Sebastian and faithful servant 
Antonio have also survived the tem-

pest. Of course they believe Viola 
dead which only adds to the merry 
shenanigans on stage. And that's 
without adding the antics of the self 
indulgent Malvolio, the drunken Sir 
Toby Belch, his hapless sidekick Sir 
Andrew Aguecheek and Maria a 
most pert and saucy maid. 

It's a confusing brew, but director 
John Kirkpatrick deftly defines each 
strand of the story and weaves them 
into a highly entertaining confection 
of a production. Underneath the 
frills and fuss though, there's a leav- 
ening of serious intent. Vengeance 
against a despised figure, in this case 
the self-absorbed Malvolio, isn’t a 
satisfying spectacle for the audience, 
i's.a rather mean torture and like 
Merchant of Venice says much on 
the nature of justice as applies to the 
outsider or common scapegoat. The 
deluded Malvolio is more human 
than the nobles surrounding him. 
Olivia’s determination to remain 
immured in mourning gives way to 
an over the top lease on life as Viola 
captures her attention, while the self 
absorbed Duke spends his time wal- 
lowing in crush-land as his court 





















sings his words of love to him. 

The set is effective—a ship and 
rigging combined with a series of 
arches and several playing levels. 
On it, follies are played out on the 
topmost level, with anguished lover: 
soliloquizing on the middle level 
and earthy courtships and pranks 
played out on terra firma. 

And what pranks they are! The 
trio of clowns—Belch, Aguecheek 
and Maria are wickedly hilarious in 
the hands (respectively) of Jeff Page, 
Chris Bullough and Annette 
Loiselle. Page’s blustering traveling 
salesman of a knight is a monumen|! 
to slovenly living while Bullough’s 
Aguecheek is probably the most 
definitive characterization 
Edmonton is going to see for a long 
time. Tall, shambling and lanky, 
Bullough is the personification of 
hapless, a man whose limbs turn to 
jelly when his backbone of bluster 
deserts him. 

Also turning in truly entertainin 
performances are Tiffany Mann as 
Viola, a delicate balance of feistine 
and freshness and Daniela 
Vlaskalic’s self-absorbed grandeur 
and girlishness as Olivia.

before, Spider-Man 2 brings comic 
books to the big screen. 

Oh, there have been super hero 
movies before, from the Dave 
Fleisher Superman cartoons of the 
1940s to the recent plethora of 
movies from Marvel Films, but 
there haven't been any real comic 
book movies before. The plots and 
characters can jump media, but the 
feel of the stories never transfers. 

In Spider-Man 2, each narrative 
beat plays like a frame of a comic 
book, bringing not just the character 
of Peter Parker to the screen, but 
also the crinkled old issues of Stan 
Lee and Steve Ditko’s Amazing 
Spider-Man 

Spider-Man 2 begins with the 
events of the first movie summa- 
rized during the opening credits by 
a montage of paintings, segueing 
into the continuing life of Peter 
Parker. The first film is requisite 
viewing here: the plot and character 
arcs that begin in Spider-Man give 
the second movie its full impact. 

The world of Peter Parker isn’t an 
easy one. Always having to change 
into Spider-Man to foil crimes, not 
being able to hold down a job, failing 
college classes, and being unable to 
pursue his true love have frayed 
Peter's nerves. 

This is the main conflict of the film, 
not Spider-Man against the megalo- 
maniacal multi-armed monstrosity of 
Doctor Otto Octavius (that’s there

Director Sam Raimi takes more

His sense 
of pacing, down to each timing beat, 
mixed with iconic shots (some taken 
straight from comic covers and 
frames) make the film a comic book 
in motion. 

Tobey Maguire fills the roles of 
Peter Parker and Spider-Man with a 
grace that befits the character. He's a 
touch over the top, but then this is a 
movie based on a comic book. 
Equally good is Alfred Molina in the 
role of Spider-Man’s nemesis. 
Although Dr. Ock doesn’t dominate 
the movie, Molina’s portrayal of the 
scientist driven mad is touching, 
quite different from Willem Dafoe’s 


portrayal of a similar villain in the 
first film. The other characters in {)), 
movie, from Kirsten Dunst as Mar, 
Jane to J.K. Simmons as J. Jonah 
Jameson are almost all pitch perfe,

The action sequences and speci 
effects are almost uniformly bette; 
than those in the original or in any 
other blockbuster. We see Spider- 
Man doing whatever a spider can 
more often than in the prequel, an 
he seems to have shaken the stran 
rubbery complexion that plagued 
him in 2002. The webslinging is 
enrapturingly cool here. Beyond t! 
coolness, however, each action 
scene has a purpose and emotiona 
resonance to it. The intensity of 
Spider-Man and Doc Ock’s fight 0 
top of a subway train doesn’t com: 
from the special effects, but from th 
attachment we have to the Peter 
Parker character. 

Some people might be turned off - 
by the movie's comic book mentali 
ty. If Willem Dafoe yelling, “You’ 
spun your last web Spider-Man” 
turned you off in the last film, ther: 
will be plenty of teeth grinding for 
you here too. Additionally, the mis- 
ery piled on top of Peter comes ver 
close to the fine line separating good 
melodrama from cheese, but that fo! 
lows the highhanded morality tales 
from the comic books where every 
story note needed an exclamation 
point. 

These small detractions don’t stop 
Raimi’s film from being a superla- 
tive movie, a rare sequel that betters 
its predecessor, a rare blockbuster 
that has an emotional heart. If only 
every 100 million dollar sequel 
could boast as much.

THE VERY FACT THAT A LOT OF 
people have seen Richard Kelly’s 
Donnie Darko bespeaks the film's 
unusual, compelling qualities. 
Donnie Darko briefly appeared in 
American theatres upon its release in 
2001 after writer-director Kelly, then 
just 26 years old, cut 20 minutes 
from the movie to bring it under two 
hours. In Canada it went straight to 
video. Now, $10 million in rentals 
later, it’s receiving wide theatrical 
release in a new 35 mm print. And a 
special print that restores the footage 
Kelly cut did the film festival rounds 
earlier this year. 

The title character (played by Jake 
Gyllenhaal) is a troubled teenager 
under psychiatric care who has, 
among other things, a sleepwalking 
problem. One night after he wanders 
out of the house, a jet engine crashes 
through the roof of his family home 
and decimates his empty bed. Thing 
is, no one can find the airplane from 
which it detached.

way too smart, Donnie struggles to 
figure out what the hell is going on, 
but his family, teachers and shrink 
all seem to be obsessed with pursu- 
ing normality and pat answers, even 
as he becomes increasingly attuned 
to signs that something really bad is 
about to happen. 

So what's the big effing deal about 
Donnie Darko? It’s beguilingly diffi- 
cult to put your finger on, actually. 
Certainly the convoluted plot, set in 
October 1988 in an affluent, pic- 
turesque American suburb, is 
intriguing, but it doesn’t really bear 
the weight of close scrutiny. Kelly 
mixes up a wild brew of schizophre- 
nia, time travel, prescience and emo- 





between themes, phrases and 
images, but you could see the movie 
devolving into a real mess if it 
weren't for the assurance of the 
direction and the consistent emo- 
tional tone of the film. For a movie 
with so much sunshine and clever 
humour, it’s tantalizingly dark and 
the resolution of the all that crazy 
plot activity matters a lot less than 
the arc of Donnie’s grip on the 
world, 
At first I thought the choice to set 
it in the ‘80s was a little 

















rounding the end of the Cold War 
and the null comforts of unprece- 
dented material well-being are an 
apt backdrop for Donnie’s uneasy 
awakening to the harsh reality that, 
despite all the privilege of his bland 
upper-middle class existence, he and 
everyone he loves is destined to die 
alone and perhaps very soon.

WHEN IT COMES TO THE VALUE 


of esthetic objects, there are basically 
two schools of thought: the Keats 
school, according to which “a thing 
of beauty is a joy forever”; and the 
Frost school, which maintains that 
“nothing gold can stay.” 

Scottish artist Andy Goldsworthy 
embraces an approach that straddles 
these distinctions, insisting on mate- 
rials and forms drawn from nature 
that are eternal and self-regenerat-

ing, but creating highly perishable 
work out of available materials that 
is undone by the forces that help cre- 
ate it. 

Documentation is a big part of 
Goldsworthy’s method, as changes 
over time are often part of the com- 
pleted work, whether it’s a fragile 
lattice of icicles that dissolves almost 
as soon as it’s completed, a mat of 
photosensitive roots that discolour 
and reveal geometric shapes over 
the course of months spent exposed 
to the elements, or a dome of drift- 
wood carried off and gingerly disas- 
sembled by the gentle motions of a 
rising river. Without a record, none 
but a few birds, some sheep or the 
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odd fisherman would ever get to see 
Goldsworthy’s art 

Fortunately, he has a very sympa- 
thetic spirit in filmmaker Thomas 
Riedelsheimer who, in Rivers and 
Tides, follows Goldsworthy around 
North America and E urope to bear 
witness to his creative process, 
observe his obsessive quietude and 
capture not just the work, but the 
patterns, rhythms and elemental 
forces that inform it and vouch for 
its timelessness 

Goldsworthy is an odd duck 
there’s no two w ays about it, and 
he’s remarkable in the fact that he’s 
somehow found a way to predicate 
a career on building impermanent 
art out of the stuff he finds in nature 
He’s sober and reticent, but not 
without playfulness and a sense of 
humour, and he’s totally invested in 
what he does. His is virtually the 
only voice we hear in the film, the 
only perspective we get on the work 
and its meaning, and at times he’s 
less than articulate. But when you 
see the concentration with which he 
works and the rigour with which he 
applies his methods, you start to feel 
the gravity of the effects he’s striving 
for and the immenseness of the can- 
vas he sees before him. 

Riedelsheimer does beautiful 
work showing Goldsworthy’s work 
to best effect, unhurriedly setting the 
stage for that moment when the art 
merges irrevocably with the land- 
scape. The camera floats above a 
shallow, swift brook, exploring the 
contours of the rapids and eddies. 
Suddenly, tendrils of earthy red seep 
into the flow until it becomes a rich 
crimson artery as Goldsworthy

steadily adds the pigment he’s mad 
by crushing rocks from the stream 
back into the water. 

There are inevitable moments of 
pretension as Goldsworthy tries to 
wrap words around what he does 
and why—of a piece involving 
sheep's wool he says, “To get 
through the wooliness to the essence 
of the sheep is very, very hard”—but 
mostly the bullshit factor stays rela- 
tively low, and Goldsworthy isn’t 
unaware of the strangeness of what 
he does. When his wife asks him 
where he’s off to, he gives the cam- 
era a grin and replies with mock- 
pomposity, “I work intuitiv ely, | 
have no idea what I'm doing today.” 

Ultimately you could just tune out 
Goldsworthy’s halting commentary 
and focus on the tranquil, transcen- 
dent images of nature and the tiny 
corners of it that the artist tries to 
organize, however fleetingly. But 
you wouldn’t want to miss the mar- 
velous score by composer Fred Frith, 
which combines Celtic, gypsy and 
Middle Easter strains to create 
something evocative and other- 
worldly all at once.

Wayans deliver more drag than intended

1:28 PM: | ENTER THE THEATRE 
with trepidation. The trailer for 
White Chicks actually made me phys- 
ically ill, so I’m hoping that other 
people who saw the trailer won't, 
for some freakish reason, find the 
prospect of attending the film allur- 
ing. Thankfully, there are very few 
people in the theatre. 

1:30 pm: People continue to trickle 
in, undermining my faith in human- 
ity seat by filled seat. 

1:36 pm: The movie starts with 
Shawn and Marlon Wayans dressed 
as store clerks for a drug bust. I’m 
unsure whether they’re supposed to 
be Hispanics or East Indians. The 
inarticulate sounds they mouth are 
clear in that they aim to portray, 
insultingly, whichever race they’ re 
playing at. The brothers look more 
like Billy Crystal dressed up as 
Sammy Davis Jr. than anything else. 
(Those folks who just came into the 
theatre find this hilarious. I’m pretty 
sure they're just high. The rest of the 
audience is silent.) 

1:37 pm: An off-hand remark 
made by the FBI chief character that 
“nothing intelligent is going on 
here” makes me smile. 

1:48 pm: The first few minutes 
gave me the impression that this 
movie would merely sink to the 
level of bad, not that of a heinous 
crime against humanity. Shawn 
Wayans's character dispels my hope 
by bringing on the crack makeup 
team. (Where this team comes from, 
and -why they're on his speed dial, is 
not explained.) The team’s efforts 
turn the Wayans into the titular 
White Chicks; they manage to make 
the brothers look like horrible 
mutants, zombie robots. 

1:49 pm: I start thinking about 
how this movie would create an 
uproar if two white actors put on 


blackface. Quickly, I identify the 
flaws in my fallacious thinking: first, 
these two aren’t actors; second 
based on the makeup I see they 
aren't playing white chic ks—they’ re 
horrible burn victims. If this was a 
horror movie, and the Wayans were 
killing people, it might just work 

1:57 pm: I can’t get my head 
around the terrible makeup. Are we 
supposed to believe the other char- 
acters can’t tell these two aren’t real- 
ly girls? All the men seem to think 
they’re hot, too. I know a certain 
amount of suspension of disbelief is 
called for here, but the Wayans 
scarcely look human. Klingon make- 
up would be more plausible. 

2:05 pm: Watching the Wayans 
has degenerated into a savage mind- 
beating. The combination of horrific 
makeup, abhorrent timing, and trite 
jokes has literally become painful. 
The worst element is the Wayans’ 
underlying arrogant attitude.

“FILE UNDER CURIOSITY,” READ 
the concert announcement in one 
major American paper. “Only a foot- 
note in the history of rock ‘n’ roll,” 
decided another. 

You’d think that, after three-and- 
a-half decades apart, the return of 
one of the most mythologized 
groups in pop culture, the MCS, 
would have garnered more 
favourable press (and, to be fair, for 
every two pieces such as the ones 
above, there have are about another 
ten positive ones). However, ina 
strange way, those dismissive scrib- 
bles offer ann offbeat sort of continu- 
ity to the story of the highly politi- 
cized (they espoused a “cultural 
assault” along the White Panther 
Party line of “dope, guns, and fuck- 
ing in the streets”) and personally 
troubled group; rather than living 
up to their explosive musical poten- 
tial, the band simply dissolved after 
a brief run of three albums following 
poor record sales, an indifferent 
press, and escalating drug habits 
among the group's members (both 
guitarist Wayne Kramer and bassist 

Michael Davis eventually did prison 
time due to the latter issue, as did 
original manager/ political men- 
tor/White Panther Party honcho 
John Sinclair). 

But, what a conscious-raising 
curiosity and a flamethrower-of-a- 
footnote they were: even today, the 
group’s pre-punk, pre-metal signa- 
ture anthem, “Kick Out the Jams,” as 
it appears on their on their debut 
record of the same name (recorded 
live in their Hometown, Detroit, in 
the legendary Grande Ballroom, 
Where the likes of the Amboy 
Dukes, the Stooges, and Alice 
Cooper also cut their chops) is as 
heavy and visceral a recording as 
anything recorded since, whilst the 
closing track, a rock cover of free 
jazz space case Sun Ra’s “Starship” 
certainly remains one of the most 
adventurous. 

Whether they can-come close to 
recreating that sonic soul force of 
psychedelic sound in 2004 remains 
to be seen; Wayne Kramer goes on 
record pretty much every time he 
opens his mouth to the media stat- 
ing that this is not an MC5 reunion 
per se—it couldn’t be—vocalist Rob 
Tyner died in 1991, followed by sec- 
ond guitarist Fred “Sonic” Smith in 
’95. Instead, he reiterates time and 
again that this current incarnation of 
the group is simply a celebration of 
their music. To further emphasize 



















ed to— repeated washes of feedback 
and low-end rumbles from a sound 
check in Phoenix occasionally over- 
took his voice—about his group’s 
legacy, the contradictions of being an 
icon, and the American ruse. 


I'd be remiss not to ask you about 
your thoughts on the situation in 
‘America right now, especially with 
the Republican National 
Convention coming up in New 
York—you're no stranger to con- 
ventions [the MC5’s performance 
during the middle of the riots that 
plagued the 68 Democratic conven- 
tion in Chicago has become the 
stuff of legend]. 

[Laughs] It comes as no surprise to 
me that Fahrenheit 9/11 was the 
largest grossing film over the week- 
end. I'd like to think that people are 
starting to say, “Wait a minute, has 
this guy been lying all along? Have 
we been hoodwinked? Did we buy a 
bill of goods from this guy? Is he 
actually not who he represents him- 
self to be?” I’d like to think that. 


Things actually seem like they 
could be far worse than in ‘68: 

[ think the potential for great harm is 
worse—but how do you compare 
what murder is worse than what 
murder? Sixty thousand young 
Americans died in Vietnam, and 
millions of Vietnamese. We haven't 
reached that number yet, but the 
potential for continued violent 
actions against the U.S. as a result of 
the Bush junta and their actions in 
the Middle East are incalculable. 

What I find discouraging—and I 
don’t have an answer for this—after 
8000 years of codified moral prinai- 
ples, after three or four thousand 
years of Judeo-Christian and Islamic 
and Buddhist teachings... war con- 
tinues—genocide continues. I don’t 
get it. 

We thought in the ‘60s that if we 
ended the war in Vietnam, and if we 
ended the Cold War, that we would 
finally be able to go on to a beautiful 
realization of human potential and 
technological potential, and that 
poverty, disease, and ignorance 
could be erased. And now, here we 
are 30 years later, and it’s as bad.as it 
ever was. : 


John Sinclair's liner notes to Kick 
Out the Jams read “there is no way 
to get at the music without taking 
on the context of the music. What is 
the context and the mandate of 
DKT/MC5? 

The message doesn’t change, and 
the message remains that there are 
possibilities. But the possibilities 
only become realized when you 
commit yourself wholeheartedly, 
otherwise it’s just talk—it means 
nothing. But if you want to do some- 
thing in the world, if you want to 


make a contribution, then you have 
to do it wholeheartedly, whatever it 
isyouwanttodo. - : 
Do you still believe that your music 


~ can actually affect change? 


I think that’s one of the roles that art 
can play, yes. That's one of the func- 
ions that art plays: we tell stories.

You first did a one-off reunion 
show in London. How and why did 
that come about? 

The widow of Rob Tyner, her name 
is Becky Derminer, and the artist 
Gary Grimshaw, and the photogra- 
pher Lenny Sinclair sold out the 
MCS to Levi's without our permis- 
sion. And we were able to rescue it. 


How so? Because I did see a picture 
of you onstage with a big Levi's 
banner behind you. 

Oh absolutely. What they did is sold 
out the MC5’s trademark without 
our permission. So it was a very bad 
situation that Levi's was in because 
they had done something [pause] 
wrong. And what we did was apply 
some positive creativity to it, and we 
said, ‘Listen, we don’t want to goto 
war with you.’ We don’t have a 
problem with Levi's, I did some 
research on them and they're a good 
company. I said if you guys are com- 
mitted to the MC5 then—y’know, 
the vintage clothing and the spirit of 
the ‘60s—then why don’t we really 
make a commitment, and why don’t 
we do this show and bring the three 
surviving guys and bring some spe- 
cial guests and we'll do it ina small 
dub and we'll make it a free show 
just for the people who are interest- 
ed in this, and we'll film itand 
record it. They said. ‘Good idea.’ 
And they paid for it [laughs]. They 
made it happen. 


So, who had the rights to the 
name [MC5]?

EIGHT EXTREMELY TALENTED 
jazz musicians who could’ve head- 
lined their own solo shows separate- 
ly, gathered together on one stage: 
what else could you ask for, really? 

Effendi Jazzlab is the original 
idea of bassist/ producer Alain 
Bédard, who founded jazz label 
Effendi Records in Montreal five 
years ago. In that time span, Effendi 
Records has become one of 
Canada’s most respected jazz labels; 
it has recruited the talents of many 
of Quebec's jazz artists and become 
a true institution in jazz-aficionado 
infested Montreal. 

“The Jazzlab started because 
someone placed an order for a show 
regrouping musicians from the 
label,” explains Bédard. “We did a 
show for the CBC, and then it 
became apparent it was a project 
that would be successful if we 
recorded it.” 

Earlier this year, Bédard felt it 
was time to gather some of 
Quebec's most influential jazz fig- 
ures and have them perform togeth- 
er as a unit. The project spawned 
Jazzlab, a vehicle for renowned 
artists—Francois Bourassa, Joel 
Miller, Rémi Bolduc, and Thom 
Gossage, to name a few—to write 
original material for performance by 
the eight members who constitute 
the band. 

From post-bop to contemporary 
jazz, and with touches of European 
folk and experimental jazz, the 
Jazzlab revisits and re-invents jazz 
music with a distinct Montreal 
flavour on their album Reunion. 

“Thad the intention of getting 
some musicians to compose new 
music and getting eight other musi- 
cians to play it,” says Bédard. “The 
goal was to get as many musicians 
from the label to get together and 


play. Most of them knew each othe; 
but had never necessarily played 
together. Someone like Francois 
Bourassa, for example, had never 
written a piece specifically for oth: 
musicians; he usually wrote and 
played his own material. So, I felt ii 
would be a new challenge for all of 
us and a good way for different 
artists to meet and share their 
work.” 5 

“The music takes on a life of its 
own,” weighs in 40-year-old pianist 
Steve Amirault about Jazzlab’s liv; 
performances. “We all have our 
own space to improvise and every 
body brings their own elements to 
the music.” 

Amirault originally became 
involved with Effendi Records four 
years ago when he approached 
Bédard to record his own jazz pro- 
ject. Bédard then asked Amirault 
he would be interested in taking 
part in the Jazzlab experiment. “It 
was great to see the reaction of the 
composers when we performed 
their music,” says Amirault. 
“Sometimes it wasn’t exactly as it 
was intended, but that’s the best 
part of working with such talented 
individuals: everyone is very open 
and receptive.” 

For the youngest member of the 
group, 30-year-old saxophone play- 
er Alexandre Cété, Effendi Jazzlab 
represented a great opportunity to 
learn and advance his jazz experi- 
ence. “We're a really tight commu- 
nity [in Montreal] and we're all 
friends,” says C6té, who also stud- 
ied under Rémi Bolduc. “Tt only 
made sense that a project like this 
one would see the light of day.” 
Cété was enthusiastic about the 
opportunity to work with friends. 

Despite numerous changes to the 
band’s line-up in this Jazz City per- 
formance, Amirault is confident the 
various incarnations of their jazz 
music will come alive in an astound: 
ing display of energy and passion, 
and with a genuine feeling of cama- 
raderie.

himself the “polar opposite of a 
music snob.” 

If a music snob selects only specif- 
ic genres and musicians to listen to, 
then the non-snob requires a parallel 
commitment to experiencing as 
many genres and artists as exist. 

“| feel like there are way more 
records that I like than there are that 
| don’t. There is so much great stuff 
out right now, why limit yourself? I 
also think that people are really 
finally ready to have fun.” 

Fun is ultimately the goal of 
Nrmls Wicm. “Music can be pretty 
serious stuff, but I think people final- 
ly feel like it’s ok and acceptable to 
dance and have fun.” 

Reflecting this sentiment are the 
hand-painted, brightly coloured (flu- 
orescent pink and gold!) stenciled 
posters Kozub made to advertise the 
night. Up now at independent 
record stores around town., they are 
as hard to miss as their creator's 
boundless energy and enthusiasm. 

Kozub does so much that he’s 
been forced to unify his many pro- 
jects under one umbrella industry, 


ing up the cover charge for everyone in 
town this weekend at Stars. 

But why? Are they insane? You be the 
judge. 

You see, it’s all part of their “not well 
thought out revolution” to destroy the 
capitalist infrastructure that dominates 
the music scene (and the whole world). 

The vision, as Sasano explains on a 
break at his full time job (where he's 
working for the man to work for you, the 
people!), is that the cost of making 
music will eventually go down if more 
and more artists resist turning a profit. 
It's all about love, really. 

If successful, the revolution will incite 
passion in artists and “the corporations 
will be crushed under the sheer weight 
of the new-found love and passion that 
the people will discover in themselves. 
They will soon forget that money even 
mattered or existed.” 

Sasano understands that this is an 
eventual process. If you're having a hard 
time grasping this concept, his website 
interview implores you to “try to forget 
everything you've learned about eco- 
nomics and human nature, and think 
about it again.”

IN POP, FASHION DOESN’T 
merely apply to what the players are 
wearing: it dictates what they’re 
playing. Synth-driven music is back 
in fashion and sits beneath an 
umbrella of diverse monikers— 
“electro pop,” “electroclash,” “elec- 
tronica”—as though the word 
“synth” denotes something that has 
been left out in the sun too long. 
Whatever the label, it’s primarily 
new bands riding an old wave— 
though the current trend has notably 
revived stalwarts of the genre such 
as Kraftwerk, Front 242, Skinny 
Puppy, and, now, the lesser known 
trio of Portion Control. 








One of the most original synth 
bands of the ‘80s, Portion Control 
pioneered the hard beats, accessible 
melodies, and assaulting vocals that 
inspired bands like Depeche Mode, 
Front Line Assembly, and, later, 
Nine Inch Nails. (All of these bands 
attained wider notoriety than 
Portion Control, which never found 
the audience they deserved and 
quickly disappeared from the lime- 
light.) 

Formed in 1981, by three blokes 
who left their careers in catering to try 
their hahd at music, Portion Control 
released a string of classic recordings 


during the early ’80s in a genre they'd 
invented for themselves: “hard, 
rhythmic electronics” was the miss- 
ing link between the electro punk of 
Wire and Throbbing Gristle and the 
“Electronic Body Music” of Front 242 
and Nitzer Ebb. Their performances 
became legendary as they assaulted 
their audience with snippets of sound 
from films and computer games, and 
amad, grunting, and howling vocal- 
ist who attempted to herd the audi- 
ence as if they were a pack of wild 
animals. 

On occasion, the band indulged 
their interest in cooking and served 
freshly made pancakes with sugar 
and lemon, made right on the stage 
ona portable gas stove. Their arsenal 
of musical machines kept bubbling, 
warbling, and thumping while the 
pancakes were passed to the audi- 
ence on paper plates. 

Until now, only one Portion 
Control CD was ever released—the 
long-since deleted collection The 
Man Who Did Backwards Somersaults. 
Consequently, their unanticipated 
re-emergence with a double-disc— 
with over two hours of brand new 
recordings—seems a bit on the large 
side. While it’s a welcome helping 
for those starved of harsher fare in 
these days of chronic electronic obe- 
sity, some “portion control” may be 
in order for the average listener. 

Loosely inspired by philan- 
thropist, pharmaceutical industry 
pioneer, and amateur archeologist 
Sir Henry Wellcome, and his fascina- 
tion with the “body under attack” 
from viruses and diseases, the album 
functions best as a showcase of the 
band’s various incarnations under 
various monikers. In fact, listeners 
who've come to know the band, var- 
iously, as Havoc, Solar Enemy, or 
Johnson Engineering, may wonder 
why Portion Control has shed its 
previous guises. 

As if conceived of as a manufac- 
tured history of the band’s journey

through its own musical landscape, 
the album slowly peels back layer 
after layer—like its piéce de résis- 
tance, “Onion Jack”—to reveal the 
range of styles that Portion Control 
has dabbled in over time: the pri- 
mordial psychedelic noodling of 
Krautrock, early industrial and tech- 
no, and “electronica.” 

This album is no trip down the 
memory lane to regurgitate left- 
overs. Portion Control works with 
original recipes but has upgraded 
the tools: they’ve chucked the old 
analog gear out in favour of virtual 
soft-synths and laptops. The album 
serves up thoroughly modern elec- 
tro punk—and hopefully leaves 
even more room on stage for 
indulging in culinary delights.

AT LEAST ONE MEMBER OF THE 
Bad Plus happily admits the group 
is something of an anomaly in the 
field of jazz. 

“It’s not really New York cool,” 
says pianist Ethan Iverson. “If we 
could be New York cool, I’d do it in 
a second—it’s awesome—but I've 
never been able to pull that off. It’s 
more like... Midwestern friendly.” 

The Midwest looms large in 
Iverson’s mind: “The most impor- 
tant factor is that we're from the 
same place geographically. Dave 
[King, drums] and Reid [Anderson, 
bass] have been playing together 
since they were 13-14, and | met 

Reid when I was 17, This was all tak- 
_ ing place in the Minneapolis area. 
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We drank the same water when we 
were kids; we watched the same bad 
TV shows; we had the same large- 
size colas from the Super-America. 
There's a Midwest ethos that’s part 
of our personalities and our music- 
making.” 

Which isn’t to say the band’s 
members are musically uniform. “T - 
think that we counteract each other. 
All three of us are experienced in dif- 
ferent kinds of music. Dave and 
Reid have played in a lot of rock 
bands, as well as jazz bands. Dave 
did session work in LA; Reid gota 
degree in classical music—orchestral 
playing; I’ve played tango music 
and music for modern dance. (I was 
Mark Morris’ music director for 
years.) So, we have a lot of years of

covers: their latest album, Give, fea- 
tures tunes by the Pixies and Black 
Sabbath. “Those are both really good 
songs,” says Iverson amiably. “Iron 
Man’ is one for the ages, for sure.” 
Citing the influence of Omette 
Coleman, Iverson points out that’ 
covers offer the band an improvisa- 
tional freedom that’s not always 
available with originals. “There's an 
aspect to improvising which is that . 
.. it can all be right. At the end of the 
day, of course, there's a lot of wrong. 
But if you can take off the idea that 


there’s a wrong way to do it, you 
might be blessed with all these 
incredible options. Whereas, if you 
go in saying, ‘There are only these 
right ways to do it’ you're limited.” 

Because cover songs engage, 
known themes, they offer, even 
require, a degree of freedom. “I take 
liberties when I play ‘Tron Man’ or 
‘Heart of Glass’ that I would never 
take with Reid Anderson’s melodies, 
for example. If everyone knows the 
song, then you can sort of throw the 
song out the window.” 

In performance, the power of that 
can be palpable—and great fun. 
Iverson recalls “an early gig where 
we were playing ‘Smells Like Teen 
Spirit’ and I'd play the melody—in 
the wrong key—on purpose. And I 
remember playing one note of the 
melody of ‘Smells Like Teen 
Spirit’—a purposeful wrong note— 
and I remember hearing this gasp 
from the audience, We all sort of 
understood the emotion of that.

ITS A DAMN SHAME THAT AN ALBUM 
that begins with a track called “Fucking 
Ugly Bouffant” is so unrelentingly boring. 
What the hell happened to P:ano (yes, 
that’s how they spell it) anyhow? The 
Vancouver group's 2002 album, When 
It’s Dark and It’s Summer, is a fantastic 
debut full of beautiful, introspective indie- 
ballads. The songs on The Den, however, 
drone and swirl together for 48 minutes 
of music that dares you to pay attention 
to it. This is the amazing part, though: in 
addition to the four core members, who 
play everything from the concert drum to 
“door hinge and thumb tacks,” the disc 
has 18 guest musicians, which includes 
Veda Hille, who sings and plays the 
flugelhorn and “fireworks” and much in 
between. The disk just plods along at 
some jazz-influenced gait as a lot of 
potentially beautiful moments that fall 
short of emotional peaks. “The Worst 
Thing Ever You Could Do” is a notable 
exception. It may be a case of too many 
ingredients ruining the dish, or perhaps 
some muddy production is at fault. In 
either case, it’s a shame to accomplish so 
little with so much.

CYNICS BE DAMNED! SURE, THE BASIC 
premise of Les Savy Fav’s Inches—the 
idea of premeditating a singles collection 
eight years in advance, with the limited 
release of nine 7” singles, each released 
ona different hipster indie label du jour 
(Sub Pop, Suicide Squeeze, Tiger Style, 
etc.) and all with cover art that fits togeth- 
er like puzzle pieces—is convoluted and 
arty. But, goddamn: the execution of 
Inches is nearly perfect. 

The pieces from Les Savy Fav’s past 
lock together cohesively. The singles are 


presented in a chronologically reversed 
order that facilitate the slow peeling away 
of the band’s musical evolution to reveal its 
raw, early core. The Fav is one of those 
rare bands that can combine angular art- 
rock and caterwauling dance-punk in 
engaging, accessible, and damn fun 
songs. For example, it’s hard to think of 
another band that can make your body 
writhe while you gleefully sing along with a 
chorus like that of “Fading Vibes”: “’Cause 
in time you will find rigor mortis sets in.” 

Other highlights include the super- 
danceable double punch of the jagged 
“The Sweat Descends” and the ultra- 
catchy “Knowing How The World Works.” 
“One Way Window,” if you omit its street 
rap intro, is reminiscent of something 
from Drums and Wires-era XTC. 

Also included is a fantastic DVD with 
music videos, multiple audio commen- 
taries on each song, and selected live per- 
formances.

tion and a backing band that occasionally 
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reminds one of U2 or OK Computer-era 
Radiohead, suddenly you can’t blame a 
troubadour for crooning about romance 
again. It isn't all love this go-around, 
though, as Moz returns to his political 
and social gleanings: he warns America, 
“you know where you can shove your 
hamburger,” questions the British ruling 
class (“I've been dreaming of a time 
when/ The English are sick to death of 
Labour and Tories/ And spit upon the 
name Oliver Cromwell”), and the modern 
face of pop stardom (‘The teenagers who 
love you/ They will wake up, yawn and kill 
you”). If you haven't yet noticed, this 
album's tone is relatively somber. 

Despite the expected pretension and 
the odd instrumental meandering, the 
musical facelift of one of music’s most 
famous pompadours is a successful one.

surprisingly strong first record. Gathering 
the sounds of multiple generations of 
rock music, the Secret Machines hop- 
scotch from one influence to the other 
with obvious glee. “First Wave Intact” is 
pure Spiritualized, with its repeating 
space-blues pattern. The title track has 
been double-dipped in '80s sounds with 
its electro groove and punchy bass line. 
(The kick drum on “Sad and Lonely” is 
probably rattling John Bonhams coffin at 
this very moment.) From pure rock to 
prog-rock to post-rock, they didn’t forget 
much. But what they did forget is that it’s 
asin to sound like anything Pink Floyd 
recorded after The Wall and that having a 
song that could've been lifted off A 
Momentary Lapse of Reason should be a 
punishable offense (“You Are Chains”). 
Also, a clever album title forces certain 
responsibilities upon its authors, and 
lyrics like “You are chains/when you're 
chained/with a chain” can only make you 
cringe a little, no? Altogether, Now Here 
/s Nowhere is a good album with scat- 
tered moments of greatness. And | can't 
wait until the Secret Machines release 
their sophomore masterpiece: Today Is 
Tomorrow's Yesterday. That album will 
make them live forever.

VANCOUVER “LAND” ARTIST 
Ingrid Koivukangas challenges us 
to be aware of our own environ- 
ment ina pair of installation pieces 
called the North Saskatchewan River 
Project. 

“It’s linking the materials from 
the gallery back to the location,” she 
says. 

One half of the project is set on 
the south side of the River Valley 
and can best be viewed from the 
High Level Bridge and Legislature 
grounds. The site work, which mea- 
sures 50 feet in length and 12 inches 
high, is composed entirely of white 
stones. In early June, Koivukangas 
spent just over a week scouring the 
shoreline for rocks ranging in 
weight from one to 80 lbs. 

Part two is ina gallery space at 
Commerce Place. At 50 feet, it par- 
allels the riverside installation. 
Rather than stones, organic objects 
like birds wings, bones, crayfish 
and seeds, are suspended several 
inches above a mud pathway. The 
sound of the river fills the space and 
visitors are invited to explore the 
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Eyeopener _ 
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natural materials through a magni- 
fying glass. - 

Koivukangas, who is working on 
her PhD in environmental art 
through the University of Calgary, 
has created a number of permanent 
and site-specific sculptures at loca- 
tions around the world. 

This summer, she will also com- 
plete river projects in Montreal and 
Saskatoon. 

The idea, she says, is to open 
some eyes: “I hope that through my 
work people become more aware of 
the environment around it and the 
land around us.”

Ne 
PUB FOOD IS USUALLY NO 
one’s first choice for supper. Rather, 
it’s the default choice when a few 
post-work/ate afternoon pints have 
reduced one’s motility to the point 
where it’s better just to eat whatever 
is at hand—deep-fried platters, pou- 
tine, and caesar salad. 

To all those who would hold this 
truism to be self-evident, I say unto 
you: BEHOLD THE GASTROPUB! 

“ Although this sounds like a drink- 
ing establishment that caters to 


— snails and other creatures that 


would locomote by means of a large 
pedal protruberance sprouting from 
their stomachs, the idea evolved in 
England over the last couple of 
decades when entrepreneurs would 
reclaim musty old pubs by tricking 
out the kitchen to provide better- —— 
than-average food alongside the 
wide selection of beer on tap. 

And thus it is with the Rose and 
Crown Pub, a gastropub tucked 
away on the north entrance of the 
Sutton Place Hotel near City Hall. 
The Rose and Crown already goes 
against the expectation of a pub by 
being clean, lined with gleaming 
wood and well-lit by a wall of win- 
dows. Add to that a deluxe menu, 
and you've got a place that gives 



























you a place to go after a hard day at 
the office and good reason to hang 
around right through meal time 

The regular menu provides plenty 
of selection from appetizers to high- 
end entrees, with unexpected offer- 
ings like applewood-smoked salmon 
over a leek tart and bison burgers, as 
well as fancy entrees that reach into 
the $25 range. 

But me, I’m a sucker for a special, 
and the R&C caters to my curiosity 
about what the chef has come up 
with on any given day to go along 
with my appetite for a pint of 
Double Diamond. 

On my first visit, I was lured by 
the promise of a meatball calzone 
with house salad ($10.95). A calzone 
is a baked turnover generally stuffed 
with pizza-type fixin’s, and the 
pub’s version of said comestible did 
not disappoint. The big flaky cres- 
cent of pastry filled with tomato 


‘Sauce, mozzarella and cubes of spicy 


homemade beef sausage was plenty 
satisfying, plus it came with a salad 
of organic greens in balsamic vinai- 
grette with toasted pecans and globs 
of goat cheese. Clearly, this was no 
ordinary pub. 

But to make sure the R&C truly 
had it going on, I returned. Once 
again, the siren song of the special 
was too much to resist. This time, it 
was jerk chicken supreme with 
pineapple créme fraiche over bas- 


mati rice ($10.95). My server, who 
wore the house-issue black blouse 
over red tartan skirt, seemed a little 
preoccupied with how long it was 
taking, but I was too busy enjoying 
the empty stomach buzz of a sum- 
mer evening pint to be very both- 
ered. Plus there was a Native gentle- 
man at the next table giving his com 
panion a crash course in aboriginal 
history that was hard to resist 
eavesdropping on 


propped against a plate-filling help- 
ing of rice and scattered with diced 
red pepper and green onion. Jerk 
spices can include cinnamon, nut 
meg, allspice, cayenne or crushed 
red chilies, black pepper, garlic and 
onion, and thyme, but this jerk was 
so expertly concocted it was hard to 
single out any particular flavour 
above the cumulative aroma and 
tasteful heat. The chicken itself was 
mind-bogglingly juicy and tender

If I had a gripe, it would only be 
that there could have been another 
side with the dish besides rice, to 
complete the meal. I would even

Young ‘uns lust after adults too 


| WANTED TO LET YOU KNOW THAT 
your advice to DOM, the 29-year-old anx- 

ious to get it on with his legal-where-he- 

lives 16-year-old coworker was spot on. 

When | was 14, | had a very satisfying 
sexual relationship with a 24-year-old 
man. We met through some friends who 
were college-age. | pursued him for 
months. He was resistant because of our 
age difference and the legal risk to him, 
but, ultimately, | was hard to resist. 

Still, at his insistence, we progressed 
slowly. | was a virgin, and he was actual- 
ly more precious about it than | was. He 
bought me a copy of Our Bodies, 
Ourselves. We read The Joy of Sex 
together. We talked and talked about the 
risks, about condoms, about my feelings, 
about the possibility of regret. We also 
talked about our age difference, the need 
for discretion, and the impossibility of 
anything more than a short-term relation- 
ship evolving between us. We talked for 
months before we finally did it. 

It was seriously great sex. Our rela- 
tionship lasted for nearly a year before | 
broke it off. (1 was ready to explore other 
guys—and girls.) The only downside is 
that because of the taboo around our age 
difference, | haven't been able to share 
my experience with many people without 
rousing severe judgment. So, your advice 
to DOM was refreshing. | hope he follows 
it. 

Got No Regrets 


Speaking of rousing severe judgment, 
GNR, a lot of readers wondered why | 
didn't order DOM to register as 4 sex 
offender now, thereby saving himself the 
time and trouble of being arrested and sent 
off to prison. (Can no one read? The girls 
DOM were lusting after were of legal age, 
people.) It seems to me that a lot of 
grownups have screwy ideas about 
teenagers and their sexual desires and 
rights—which is odd, considering that all 
grownups were teenagers once. Most 
teenagers lust after people in their 20s, 
and many grownups lost their virginity as 
teenagers to people who were older, and 
weren't harmed. But the official grownup 
position is that anyone who admits to 
being attracted to a particular teenager—a 
young adult, above the age of consent— 
has to be complete scum. What's worse, 
many grownups use “teenager” inter- 
changeably with “jailbait” and “minor,” 
despite the fact that in most places 
teenagers are as likely to be above the age 
of consent (roughly 16-19) as below it 
(13-15). (Age-of-consent statutes vary 
widely—please check your local listings 
for more information.) And to top it all off, 
the younger person is always perceived as 
the lusted-after victim, never the initiator. 
Fact is, a lot of teenagers want to 
bag/succeed in bagging older, more expe- 
rienced sex partners for their first times. 
When | was a 16-year-old, for instance, | 
had sex with a few people in their early 
20s—a couple of women, one guy—and | 
was grateful for the experience and 
unharmed by the sex. (Well, the sex with 
women was kind of traumatic. No one 
warned me about queefs—I had to be 
peeled off the freakin’ ceiling. “Holy shit!” | 
thought, “Why is that thing barking at 
me?!”) As a grownup | refuse to shove 
those early, beneficial sexual experiences 
down the ol’ memory hole. 
It seems to me that so long as the older, 
more experienced person in an April/June 
romance is kind and sensitive—and 
doesn’t mislead the teenager about the - 
long-term prospects (nil)—I can’t work up 
much outrage. | didn’t think it was wrong — 
when | was a teenager, God knows, and it 
would be hypocritical of me to blow my i 
‘stack about it now. (Check ih 
when my kid's a teenager—| may fe 
ferently then 





power trip of exploiting a younger, more 
Naive person or they can't convince older 
wiser people—people who can see 
through their bullshit—to sleep with them, 
Again, walk away. 

Finally... 

I'm not only officially against sleeping 
with someone under the age of consent 
I'm really most sincerely dead set against 
it. The man to whom you were lucky 
enough to lose your virginity, GNR, sounds 
like a nice guy, almost the Platonic idea! of 
a first sex partner. (If only everyone's first ~ 
lover came with a required-reading list!) 
You were lucky to find him. He, on the 
other hand, was lucky too—lucky that he 
didn’t get caught, lucky he didn’t wind up 
in prison. You may have been ready for sex 
at 14, but | doubt he was ready for prison 
at 24. And yet you pursued him anyway— 
you were a bad teenager, GNR, bad! 


As a female who had sexual experiences 
with older men as a teen, | am concerned - 
about DOM. While at 16 or 17 many of us 
females may look and act like adults, we 
aren’t yet. | felt so pressured by peers 
and media to grow up fast, and the lure of 
an older man prompted me to have sex a! 
16. | even initiated the situation. | wish | 
could take that back. DOM needs to put 
desire aside and think about what I've 
said. | work now as a youth worker with 
many girls who have been in my situa- 
tion. We are so regretful of what we did 
when we were not ready. 

Regretful Teen 


| hear you, RT: Not all folks who have their 
first sexual experiences with older partners 
remember them fondly. (The same could 

be said, however, of teenagers who lost 
their virginities to other teenagers.) We 
both need to bear in mind, however, that 
neither your negative experience nor my 
Positive one proves anything. Whether or 
not people who lose their virginities under 
similar circumstances will feel good or bad 
about them years later depends on a whole 
host of factors—including whether they 
were ready and whether the older person — 
was an asshole. Clearly | was ready, RT. 
and you weren't. | would encourage any 
teenager thinking about becoming sexually 
active—with anyone, whatever their age— 
to think long and hard about whether 
they're ready.
